THE TRENTINO: 
NEAR TRIESTE 


Sanguinary ‘Clash Wins 


Ground and Bombard- 
ment of Riva Starts, 


CROSS ISONZO RIVER. 


(By Cable to The Chieago Tribane.> 

ROME, May 29.—The Italian campaign 
is developing along three well defined 
lines in the shape of edvances toward the 
Austrian cities of Trent and Trieste and 
in the province of Carinthia. 

The Italian army on tlie western front 
{is advancing on Trent from three direc- 
tions, from the northwest, southwest, and 


south. 


That portion from the south has taken 
the town of Storo and now Is bonsbarding 
Riva. The portion to the northwest has 
pushed its way through Tonale pass, while 
the section from the southwest Is support- 
ing the double move on Trent. 


Push On in Oarinthia. 
In the center, the Itallan army con 


tinues its advance in Carinthia province! 


meeting little resistance, while on the 
eastern front King Emmanvel's men are 
before Gradisca, which is about sixteen 
miles from Trieste. 

In addition to the three land move- 


iments torpedo boats engaged two Aus- 


trian submarines that attempted to at- 
tack shipping at Venice, and sank one 
of the submersibles. 

An Italian dirigible flew over Sebenico, 
Dalmatia, seventy-five miles southeast of 
Trieste, and bombarded a group of tor- 
pedo boats lying in the river. 


Great Strategic Victory. 

The most important strategic victory 
for Italy since the war began was won by 
the hardy Alpine troops in the Trentino. 

They have seized the narrow road lead- 
ing eastward from Storo and are fighting 
their way through the mountains to at- 
tack the Austrian fortified town of Riva, 
already under bombardment from the 
heights of Monte Baldo ridge. 

The struggle now going on high in the 
Alps west of Lake Garda is without par- 
allel in the history of the world. It is be- 
ing fought along a rough road far above 
Ledro Ravine, that narrows at pointstoa 
mere Bridle path, fringed by rocky preéci- 
pices. © | : 

Details of the hot clash between Italian 
Alpinists and Tyrolese Jaegers that pre- 
ceded the capture of Storo reached here 
tonight. 


Big Fight at Condino. 
Alpine troops, concentrated north of 
Brescia, began the rush northward into 
Trentino, occupied «one Alpine village 
after another without encountering seri- 


ous resistance until they reached Con- 


dino, north of Lake Idro. There the Aus- 
trian Jeegers made a brave stand, but 
fell back upon Storo. ‘ 

Driven out of Storo, they barricaded the 
mountain road on the brink of the ravine 
of Ledrou.

Of all the cities and villages 
in Poland, only Wareaw and Cracow have 
been left as they were. Everything else 
is in ruins. Twenty millions of people are 


starving. 


“Thousands of habies are dying be- 
cause there is nothing toeat. There have 
been no cattle In Russian Poland since 
August, end the German army took every 
bit of grain and potatoes and beets. 


“Dr. Rosé of the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion, whe went to Poland, said that the 
most pitiful thing to him was the hun- 


dreds of children who came to him in the/ 
streets, begging for bread. 

“Our property in Gelicia is totally 
ruined and the armies have been fighting 
on it since November. My husband 
doesn’t care for his own loss. His 
thoughts are all of his people.” 


Money Most Needed, 


Mme. Paderewski said that money id 


the easiest thing to get into Poland and 
will do the greatest good In the quickest 


manner. There are committees, organ- 
ized under the work of Mr. Paderewski 
and Henryk Sienkiewicz, the author of 
“Quo Vadis,” in Warsaw, Cracow, and 
Lemberg. The Poles of Chicago and vi- 


cinity sent 400,000 francs during the day. 


That makes 1,000,000 franca, or $200,900, 
“in all from the Poles of Chicago, accord- 
ing to Mme. Paderewski. The work has 


been carried on by John F. Smulski.

(By the Associated Press.) 
BERLIN, May 29.—The German re- 


ply to the American note sent after 
the sinking of the Lusitania; was 
signed by Herr von Jagow, the foreign 
minister, at 11 o’clock last night and 
delivered to Ambassador Gerard this 
forenoon for transmission to Washing- 
ton. 


The note expresses Germany’s regret 


for injuries sustained by Americans as 
a result of submarine and aeroplane at- 
tacks, and offers compensation in cases 
in which Germany is found to be in the 


wrong. 


The note defers a direct answer to 


the questions raised by President Wil- 
son pending a further exchange of 
views. Germany desires to establish 
whether the Lusitania was a defense- 
less merchant ship or was being used 
for the transportation of war munitions 
and soldiers, on which unsuspecting pas- 
sengers were permitted to take passage 
to safeguard the war materials. 


REFERS TO FALABA AFFAIR. 


The American representations re- 


garding the torpedoing of the British 
steamer Falaba, in which an Ameri- 
can citizen lost his life, are answered 
with the statement that it was intended 
to offer ample time for the passengers 
and crew to leave the ship. 


The action of the captain in attempt- 


ing to escape, however, necessitated 
summary action. Even then the com- 
mander of the submarine granted ten 
minutes for those on board to leave the 
vessel, and subsequently extended the 
time to twenty-three minutes before 
sinking the ship.

necessary before it could be considered 
as an‘auxiliary cruiser. 

Also, the Lusitania carried no guns, 
either mounted or dismounted, accord- 
ing to the investigation by Collector 
Malone at New York before the vessel 
sailed. ‘There has been a distinet un- 
derstanding between the United States 
and Great Britain, it was stated, that 
none of the merchantmen sailing from 
the United States would,be armed. 

The fact that a merchantman subse- 
quently might become an auxiliary 
erttiser is recognized as a possibility, 
but the United States has always un- 
derstood the British position to be that 
such a change could not be accom 
plished during a voyage and only in a 
home port. 

The British ambassador here is pre- 
paring assurances that these are the 
facts. , 


LAW IS NOT VIOLATED. 

The carrying of arms and ammuni- 
tion is not contrary to American law, as 
the German reports claim, federal stat- 
utes being directed against the trans- 
portation of self-exploding material, 
from which class official rulings of many 
years excluded fixed ammunition. 

Germany’s contention that it is im- 
possible to settle the question of whether 
proper opportunity was given the pas- 
sengers to escape until it is determined 
whether the Lusitania was equipbed 
with the life boats and appurtenances 
provided for in regulations adopted after 
the Titanic sank, was looked upon in offi- 
cial quarters as irrelevant because it was 
pointed out the torpedoing of the Lusi- 
tania without a moment's warning made 
it impossible to launch euch life boats 
as the ship did carry. 

The absence in the forthcoming note of 
any promises to safeguard American lives 
on unarmed merchantmen of any nation- 
ality and the failure to disavow inten- 
tiom to destroy Americam lives on the 
Lusitania produced a feeling of distinct 
disappointment in Many quarters. 

HINTS OF FURTHER PERILE. 

That Germany has no intention of aban- 
doning attacks on hostile merchant ships 
is shown in the following warning, sent 
to Washington by Ambassador Gerard: 

The American ambassador at Berlin 
has been informed by the German for- 
eign office that, in view of the fact 
that during the last few weeks it has 
repeatedly occurred that meutral ships 
have been sunk in the waters desig- 
nated as an area of maritime war by 
the German admiralty on Feb. 4, 1915, 
and especially in one case where it 
was established that the sinking was 
traceable to an attack by a German 
aubmarine which took the neutral 
ship for an English veasel in the dark- 
ness, on account of the inadequate il- 
lumination of its neutral distinctive 
markings, it recommended that Amer- 
ican shipping circles again be warned 
acainst traversing the area of mari- 
time war incautiously an! also be 
urged to make the neutral markings 
as plain as possibile, and especially 
to have them illuminated promptly 
and sufficiently at night.

Secretary of State 
Bryan and some ef his colleagues are 
committed to the principle of investiga- 
tion of any dispute, including one of na- 
tional honor or vital interest, as provided 
by the Bryan peace treaties. ~«

in regard to this controversy what Mr.

Washington, D. G. May 29.—The state 
department this afternoon received from 
Ambassador Page, London, a preliminary 
report on the Nebraskan case. It was 
based on an examination of the ship by 
Lieut. Towers, nava! attaché of the Lon- 
don embassy. 

Lieut. Tower's report brings out the 
facts as follows: ee 8 

That the Nebraskan had left Liverpool, 
‘bound for the Del€ware breakwater, on 
the afternoon of May 24, and was in water 
ballast. The words “‘ Nebraskan of New 
York '’ were painted on each ‘side amid- 
ships in letters six feet high. 

The vessel flew the American flag con- 
tinuously up to approximately 8:10, May 
25, at which time the ship was about forty 
miles southwest of Fastnet. , 

The flag was then hated down because 
the sun had set and the chip was consid- 


ered at sea. , ‘ 
Engineer*@ Saw Torpedo. | 

The chief engineer of the ship at 8:24 
p. m. observed a white streak, in the.water 
perpendicular to the ship on the starboard 
side, and a severe shock was almost in- 
stantiy felt, followed by a violent ex- 
plosion abreast hold No. 1. The air was 
filled with oil and débris, the double bot- 
tom compartments below hold No. 1 hav- 
ing been used for tanks for fuel oil. Bot- 
tom plating and pieces of side were blown 
up through thé decks. The ship imme- 
diately settled by the head and officers 
and crew took to the boats. 

After remaining off the ship for about 
one hour they returned 4nd headed the 
ship for Liverpool. ‘Under orders of the 
British admiralty a British naval trawler 
came up at midnight and remained with 
the Nebraskan until it reached the mouth 
of the Mersey.

Nearly Forty Measures with

onesie, 7, May 20.—Nearly forty 
measures that have attracted unusuel 
attention and that have been urged with 
extraordinary . persistency have been 
killed by the legialature. As the probe- 
bilities are that the legidlative session 
will last two or three weeks longer, this 
trumber probably will be increased. 
Included in the ist of the more im- 
portant measures which have met defeat 
are bills and resolutions which have had 
the backing of some of the most promi- 
nent organizations and societies through- 
out the state. 

One of the strongest fights to meet with 
failure was made in support of the prop- 
oaition of a constitutional convention. 
The Illinois constitutional convention 
league worked for years ypon this mat- | 
ter and at the outset of the session lead- 
era in the movement were confident of, 
succesa. The resolution failed in the 
house to receive the required two-thirds 
vote. 

Amending Clause Bill Lost. ~ 
The proposition to amend the amend- 
ing clause of the constitution was urged 
by Gov. Dunne and wae advocated by a 
strong contingent. It, too, has gone into 
the discard. Along with it has gone the 
resolution granting full suffrage to wom- 
en, the initiative and referendum, and the 
proposal for the initiative on legislative 
measures. Out of the lot the tax amend- 
ment was the one to meet with the favor 
of the lawmakers. 

All the “wet” and “dry” measures 
were defeated. As against the anti-sa- 
loon advocates and the liberals the con- 
servative element held the balance of 
power, with the result that the liquor laws 
were left unchanged. 

The efficiency and economy commission, 
created two years ago with a view to re- 
modeling the system of state government, 
reported to the present legislature a 
series of bills designed to piace the state 
government upon a basis following close-

Disinterested people who have famil- 
larized themselves with the evidence in 
the Frank case and the exceptional cir- 
cumstances attending the case and the 
nature of the testimony on which he was 
convicted, have expressed their belief 
that he is innocent. ' 
** Neither the Supreme court of Georgia 
nor any member of the Supreme court of 
the United States has ever expressed any 
belief in Frank's guilt. The guilt or inno- 
cence of Leo M. Frank has never been

THE FRENCH SOLDIER. 

Tt has been next to impossible to make a smart 
soldier out of the Frenchman. As soon as he 
went into service he let his beard grow. His red 


trousers were dirty even before he went into ac-} 


tion. He slouched along, a wiry, sturdy marcher, 
capable of covering ground rapidly, and a shrewd, 
skillful fighter, but never a smart soldier. 

_ Tradition, which consistently is 90 per cent 
error, would have the Frenchman dressing up for 
war within an inch of his life. The beau sabreur 
is French. The cavalier without a stain on his 
honor or a spot on his clothes is French. French 
war pageantry ts one of plumes and colofs. French 


“war reality is one of long beards and soiled uni- 


forms. The French soldier has been ordered te 
shave off his beard because it is an insanitary 
incumbrance, and he is marmuring. 

It is @ utilitarian little irony that war, which 
shatters and scatters the corporal being so dread- 
fully, should demand that the person sliould be 
immaculate for the ceremony. Smartness is a sol- 
dierly characteristic. In impossible circumstances 
the professional soldier will endeavor to preserve 
his personal tidiness and cleanliness. It is im pera- 
tive hygiene. Dirt is the deadly companion of bul- 
lets, faulty sanitation more dreadful than high ex- 
plosives. But the Frenchman, who, romanticism 
would say, would be the first to dress up for bat- 
tle, is the most stubborn in resisting the rule to 
wash up and shave before you're shot. 

Tradition, which calls the sentimental English- 
man practical, the practical Irishman romantic, 
and the dynamic German phiegmatic, would make 
the careless Frenchman a dashing devotee of the 


military haberdasher. 


AFTER THIS WAR. 

After war had been declared in Europe and pact 
fist theorists had been compelled to retreat from 
their position that a general war was “ humanly im- 
possible” they have been basing their opposition to 
preparedness on the theory that the world will be so 
war weary and so exhausted when peace is made 
that we need fear no aggression. 

This theory limps obviously when directed at the 
case of Japan, so an elaborate effort to reveal Japan 
as a nation of saintlike unselfishness has been made, 
though that, too, has now been somewhat rebuffed by 
events. : 

The pacifist prophet and doctrinaire is not, how- 
ever, Our concern. More important is the judgment 
of such a man as the late Admiral Mahan, who be- 
fore he died expressed the opinion that Europé would 
be sick of war for many years after the present con- 
flict. This surely is at least a probability, and there 
is no question that America will work to make it as 
near 4 certainty as is possible in this world. But 
whether a federation for peace, with a reliable ma- 
chinery for pacific adjustment of international dif- 
ferences and a partia] disarmament, can be brought 
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of the lessons of history and the warnings of present 
experience they assume that the Duropean complex 
‘fy now to be resolved in unending peace and an equi- 
Mbrium established for the first time in the history 
of the world. Such a felicitous outcome is imagina- 
ble. It is not in the least probable. 


FORMULATING FOREIGN POLICY. 

A writer who has made valuable contribution to 
the cause of pacifism, Mr. Norman Angell, while 
correcting a rather familiar misinterpretation of his 
views in the New York Times, makes en appeal 
which we wish could sink Geep into the minds of 
Americans. 

“A mation whose general public hes no definite 
ideas as to the role that it should play in the com- 
munity of nations,” writes Mr, Angell, “ but allows 
the daily incident of its foreign intercourse to sway 
its policy first one way and then another, is not 
likely permanently to advance either its own or the 
genera] interest. However necessary it may be to 
have big armaments, it is just as necessary to know 
on behalf of what policy those armaments are to be 
used. Indeed, without such knowledge I am not 
sure that armaments may not be a source of danger 
rather than of safety. That the American public 
means well is certain. To do well, to choose the 
right instead of the wrong policy, it must, by some 
means, seize the essential truths of international 
life. It is not impossible for a great democracy to 
do that, but it won’t do it without discussion of just 
those issues I have raised.” , | 

One of the greatest dangers in our immediate 
future arises out of our want of interest in our for 
eign relations and our consequent want of under 
standing of the forces which, working upon the af- 
fairs of nations, must affect ua and our country with 
increasing gravity and intensity. Perhaps we ought 
not to be impatient with the irresponsible theoriz- 
ing the war has brought about because it provides 
a beginning at least of national thought on world 
affairs. A suggestive work like Prof. Usher's “ Pan- 
Americanism,” or Prof. Johnston’s “ Arms and the 
Race,” or Mr. Angell’s books will win ‘a wider read- 
.irig than they would have ten years ago, and we may 
expect an increase of serious discussion of our for- 
eign problems in our reviews and even in the daily 
press. Thus, in due time we may hope, we sha'l 
“seize the essential truths of international life.” 

Yet the difficulty of creating, and aboye all of 
maintaining, a consistent foreign policy in a real 
democracy such as that of the United States is 
very great. The most masterful internationalism in 
the history of the world is that of England, but 
England has a governing class and a political sys- 
tem as well as an imperial situation which have 
made a continuous policy, speaking broadly, not 
only possible but imperative. Our problems have 
been fn the main domestic, and a people, like an In- 
dividual, concerns itself with what presses. The 
danger of our present condition is that our ‘prob- 
lems will develop in advance of our considerate con- 
clusions and that we shall be precipitated by doc- 
trinaires and unbalanced idealists into costly situa- 
tions from which good sense, legitimate self-inter- 
est, and cautious foresight would have saved us. 

The best piece of advice given the American peo- 
ple of late is that of President Hadley, who gave :* 
as his opinion that in our present circumstances we 
would better “saw wood and say nothing.” We 
shall do well not to expend too much thought on 
“remaking Christendom” or correcting the errors 


of effete Europe.

_ every congressman, to read at this time—* Arms and 
the Race” (the Century company). 


Holland, Prof. Johnston points out, “ sustained 
one of the most desolating wars recorded in modern 
history, and a war that lasted, with scarcely an in- 

rruption, for no less than forty years (1568-1609). 
fowards the close of the conflict success, coupled 
with maritime preponderance, inclined to the Dutch 
arms. Hardly had it terminated when the Dutch 
people*displayed such extraordinary energy as per 
haps no European state has ever equaled. Almost 
immediately they captured the carrying trade of Bnu- 
rope and developed a commercial civilization that 
was the wonder and envy of all their neighbors. 
Three years before the truce of 1609 it was already 
reckoned that the Dutch had three ships to the Eng- 
lish ome, while half a century later Colbert stated 
that there were about twenty Dutch ships to every 
French one. Their cities throve as none other in 
Europe. “Their art rivaled that of Italy and Spain 
‘and France. ‘With Grotius they founded systematic 
international law. With Spinoza « little later they 
founded the philosophy of materialism.” 

Prof. Johnston’s explanation is that “the energy 
generated by war, the confidence engendered by suc- | 
cess, and the adaptability and resourcefulness taught 
by military enterprise far offset any debit that may 
come from the loss of a percentage of the young male 
population.” “Successful war,” he asserts, “even 
of such prolonged and devastating character as the 
Dutch war for independence, is the sure forerunner 
of a vigorous period of expansion”; and he adds: 
“For modern instances of the rule we need seek no 
farther than our own northern states after the civil 
War or Germany after the war of 1870.”

His death is one which touches King George, 
and indeed all the rcyal family very nearly.

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his father was serving aa assistant private secre- 
tary to Queen Victoria, spending his whole child- 
hood at court, and when old enough was appointed 
page of honor to Queen Victoria, subsequently 
serving Edward VII. in the same capacity. As he 
was unmarried and an only son, fhe peerage of 
Lord Stamfordham will become extinct with his 
death. 

Lora Stamfordham’s career has been something 
in the nature of a romance. He was the younger 
eon of a country parson, the Rev. J. 8. Bigge, rec- 
tor of Stamfordham, in Northumberland. He be- 
came at the military academy at Woolwich the 
most intimate friend and favorite chum of the late 
prince imperial of France. Graduating at the 
game time and receiving, like him, a commission 
in the royal artillery, he subsequently accom- 
panied him to South Africa

He was employed on some other duty on the 
day when the prince rode out with Lieut Carey 
and a small escort to 
reconnoiter the enemy, 
and there is no one who 
is not firmly convinced 
that had Lord Stamford- 
ham been in Carey’s 
place the French prince 
would never have been 
left to face the Zulus 
alone, deserted by his 
companions in s0 cow- 
ardly a fashion.

She became very‘fond of him anf warmly 
recommended him te Queen Victoria ag her son's 
dearest friend. . 

As the queen always thought that she and her 
people had something to atone for in connection 
with this young prince, she did not hesitate to 
assure young Bigge’s career by Attaching him to 
her household as groom-in-waiting. 

Before he had been two years at court young 
Bigge was made assistant private secretary, and 
it was his duty to help the late Gen, Sir Henry 

When, six years before Queen Victoria’s death, 
Gen. Sir Henry Ponsonby was compelled by till 
health to retire from the office of private secre- 
tary, Arthur Bigge, who had mednwhile been 
cre a knight commander of the Order of the 
Bath, was appointed to gucceed him as principal 
private secretary. . 

When she died Bdward VII. retained his own 
private secretary, Lord Knollys, in that office, and 
Sir Arthur Bigge became the private secretary of

The reason why most women who dis- 
continue breast feeding their young ba- 
bies Bive them the bottle is that they 
think it will be less trouble. On the con 
trary, bottle feeding is a trouble maker. 
It is trouble to prepare the milk, to keep 
it properly, to get the bottle ready, to 
heat the milk. 

It is more treuble to do this than it fs 
to put the baby to the breast, especially 
since mothers are now following the plen 
of nursing their babies every four hours, 
and only once or not at all during the 
night. 

When we take Into account the eick- 
ness rate among bottle fed as compared 
with breast fed babies, the argument is 
very much in favor of the theory that 
breast feeding is less troublesome than 
bottle feeding. In fact, bottle feeding is 
80 very troublesome that most poor people 
give it up and go to condensed milk and 
infant food,

For instance,a good system and one that 
is widely used consists of a series of nine 
strengths. Ne. 1 In the list consists of 
two ounces of 7 per cent milk, ope ounce 
of milk sugar, one ounce of lime water, 
and seventeen ounces of bolled water.

| Weighing, measuring for these mix-

reason. Its advocates claim that the sim- 
plier mixtures are more easily digested 
and nowrish better. : 

THE SIMPLER SYSTEM—The basis 
of the system is that in children under a 
year of age one and a half ounces of 
good, clean, fresh cow's milk will fur- 
nish all of the food necessary for growth, 
heat, and energy for a pound of baby for 
twenty-four hours. Then the first stepis 
to weigh the baby. The bay’s weight in 
pounds multiplied by one and a half gives 
the number of ounces of milk needed by 
the baby im twenty-four hours.

of its weight. One and a half ounces of 
good milk with the cream on it is a little 
short of the required number of calories. 
Instead of using more milk the calories 


reason that more milk is not used is be- 
cause one amd a half ounces contains 
enough protein, the food needed for 
growth, and more than that amount of 
milk would, furnish more protein than the 
child needa, 
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The necessary energy in younger babies 
may be furnished in the shape of ordinary 
cane suger, milk sugar, or malt sugar. 
Grulee says the best of these is malt 
sugar, though various forms of starchy 
foods can be given slowly to displace it 
at any time after the third month. 

In babies over three months old the 
day’s food can start with one-half ounce 
of malt food and this, within two weeks, 
can be increased to one ounce. We hava 
then, for a baby weighing ten pounds 
fifteen ounces of whole milk to which has 
been added one ounce of malt food. 

The next question is how much water 
should be added to it. To determine this 
it is necessary to know how many ounces 
a baby should eat in a day. How many 
times shall baby be fed and how much at 
a time? The capacity of the stomach at 
different ages according to Holt is as 
follows: : 

At birth, 1% to 2 ounces. 

At three months, 4% ounces, 

At six months, 6 ounces, 

At one year, 9 ounces. 

The next question to settle is the num- ° 
ber of times a baby should be fed. The 
authorities are all in favor of long inter- 
vals between feedings. Of course, the 


cries or to put it to sleep is not followed 
now by anybody who is well informed.

The stomach must have plenty of time 
to digest one feeding, empty itself, and 
rest before a new feeding is given. A 
baby’s stomach cannot finish the 4i- 
gestion of milk in two hours. Therefore 
when a baby nurses within two hours of 
another nursing the fresh milk and the 
partly digested milk are mixed, but what 
jis of more consequence, the stomach is 
._kept continuously at work. Everything 
in mature reste at intervals or breaks 
down. 

The interval agreed on by those who 
know best is four hours. If a newly born 
babe is begun on this basis it is simple 
enough. It becomes his habit. When one 
has started in on another habit the prob- 
lem is somewhat more difficult. The feed-

- known, it is very easy to calculate the 


amount of food required for the twenty- 
four hours. In practice Dr. Grulee holds 
it advisable to gtve a little more food at 
each period than is indicated by the size 
of the etomach in the table vy Dr. Holt. 
He gives to a baby 8 months old five 
ounces; 6 mionths old, seven ounces; 9 
months old, nine ounces. Children be- 
tween these ages take a quantity between 
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Using these figures as a basis, tt is easy 
to figure. the amount of food required. 
For instance, a baby 6 months old will 
take five times seven, equals 35 ounces 
of food in the twenty-four hours. If the 
baby weighs fourteen pounds. his daily 
food supply would consist of twenty-one 
ounces of milk and one ounce of malt food. 
In order to bring this up to the quantity 
required, 85 ounces, it wil) be necessary 
to add 14 ounces of water, 

A baby 9 months ol4, weighing fourteen 
pounds, would take forty-five ounces of 
food, consisting of one ounce of malt food, 
twenty-one ounces of milk, and twenty- 
four ounces of water. 

In the first place, this plan ia simpler 
and easier from the standpoint of the 
mother. In the second—and this does not 
appear on the surface—it does away with 
the very elaborate calculations as to per- 
centages of fat, protein, sugar in cow's 
milk and human milk, upon which the 
older formulas were based. The founda- 
tion of the newer plan is simpler, as well 
as its superstructure. 

Not even age and weight are inflexible 
guides as to how much a baby can or 
should eat. If a baby fed on this plan 
does not gain in weight, has no bowel 
trouble, and goes at his fists as if he was 
hungry, this mixture should contain a 
little more milk and a little less water. 
If he gets too fat, or has colic, or spits 
up his food, or gets an eczema, he should 
have a little less milk and a little more 
water in his mixture.

After the baby passes 9 monthe of age 
the problem of feeding becomes much 
simpler to the careful mother. To the 
careless one the hazards are greater than 
when the babies were younger. 

What is meant is this: An older baby 
has very much. better digestion than a 
younger one, but the advantage is often 
more than offset by permitting the child 
to eat without regard to the digestibility 
of the foods eaten.

HE English battle cruiser Invincible Mmped into Gib- 
raltar yesterday for repairs just as we were leaving 
for Naples. She had been in the fight off the Falklands, 
then in the Dardanelles, where to all appear- 
ances she had had some hard knocks. One of her 
smoke stacks had been shot away and was re- 


an ominous tangle of equipment about her forward 
decks. As she swung cautiously into the water gate 
of the naval harbor, we had ea good look at the dam- 
aged cruiser, The mighty Invincible seemed like some 
poor little gray toy that a Careless boy had been play~ 
ing roughly with. Alongside the mole of this inner 
harbor rested an old Cunarder that was being used, £0 
our captain said, to transport some expert machinists 
from ,England. They were on their way to Malta to 
repair the famous Queen Elizabeth, which has-also been 
badly damaged in the first attempt to pierce the Dar- 
danelies. Otherwise Gibraltar was quiet, almost de- 
serted, for the warships that usually hover about its 
gmy rock ere either on scout duty in the straits, holding up 
gf passing doats, or at the Dardanelles and the customary fleet of 
merchant steamers tarrying on their way in and out of the ancient pillars 
of Hercules is reduced to a few melancholy tramps held up for ¢xamina- 


gen of their cargoes. 

We were held up, too, for a night, because we had some cotton aboard 
for Italian firms. When we left America the English government had not

But it seems that 
Pagiend has discovered the fact of the use of cotton in the manufacture of 
gmmunition, and it is suspected that the ultimate destination of our cargo 
ig not Italian factories. Anyway, they must refer the matter to London, 
which might take a day or a week, according to the mood of the London 
guthorities. So we prepared to cross the Algeciras and have a peep at Spain, 
when unexpectedly the naval officers returned to the ship this morning and 
gpnounced that they had already heard from London and that we were to 
be allowed to proceed, much to our satisfaction. I cannot say, of course, 
what went on in London, whether the authorities there changed their mind 
again about the contraband nature of cotton or whether they decided that 
the Italians really needed the staple, or simply that it might be a delicate 
matter to question the validity of the consignment now that Italy is so 
pear to becoming an ally! Personally I was never so glad to get away 
from the shadow of the great gray rock .with its ugly little spatters of 
barracks and houses. There is little to see in Gibraltar, and nowadays of 
course one can see nothing at all within the town, and the green Spanish 
bills, the misty African mountains, beautiful as they are, hardly com- 
pensate for a week spent gazing at the rock of England's Mediterranean 


power.

HE battered battleship and the three German vessels we saw “in- 
terned” at Punta del Garda in the Azores are the only immediate evi- 
dence of the war thus far. The trading ships rusting at their anchors 
—there are said to be a lot more of them at Lisbon as all over the 
world, in fact, which are being held at the expense of their enforced 
hosts—inade one realize how Little men have got beyond the siate of child- 
hood in the conduct of their affairs, how easily the silly prejudices and 
faboos of one set of boys against another set on the next block can be roused 
i grown men and in nations. War, in fact, brings out the boy in maost men, 
the good side as well as the childish side of boy nature. War créates the 
atmosphere of the unexpected, the unknown, that every boy loves: it evokes 


the romantic in men. 

Since we left port the stewards have sedulously darkened all the win- 
dows every night, mot that there is anything hostile left on the open 
Atlantic to discover us; it is merely part of the war game, and both stew- 
ards and passengers would feel cheated if any of its rules were neglected. 
And go when we approached the Spanish. coast the vigilance was redoubled 
fa the hope of eutwitting some submarine bolder than Columbus who might 
have ventured around France and through the Bay of Biscay to meet us. 
Amonth ago, it was rumored, one had been seen off Cape Finisterre—why 
hot at the Azores, then? The cheerful buzz of the ship's wireless is no 
longer heard, for the admiralty_regulations forbid the sending or receiving 
of messages except in case of grave necessity. Of course the ship's oper- 
ator “listens in” every night to hear what he can of the world’s doings, 
and his report leaks out among the ship’s company the next day. Every 
ship listens all the. time—naturally—who wouldn't? And that is another

triving in-any foreign port have seemed to me childish, survivals of an old 
tribal state of society when anybody outside of the home clan must be 
suspected of evil intentions. A steamer drops anchor in some port after 
a long voyage—perhaps from the new world to the old—she cannot even 


‘|drop her anchor except between the prescribed hours that are announced by 


the firing of a gun! First there comes from land a launch carrying the 
health officer of the port, who must discover any instances of contagious 
disease among the strangers that might be dangerous to the community. 
This official exchanges a few words with the ship’s doctor, perhaps cigars 
are passed, and that form is over. The health taboo, the one sensible 
tabéo of them all, is thus easily and quickly satisfied. Then comes the 
customs officers, This is ordinarily a much more serious affair, as usually 
property is more seriously considered than health, The customs off- 
cer takes a serious interest tn what the stranger proposes to bring within 
the gates of his tribe, even in the small things that the passengers carry 
personally with them, and he-uses various well known inquisitorial methgqds 
to discover and assess all property that the ship expects to land. For, 
as it obviously has all come from outside the limits of the tribe, it must be 
hostile material, the péssession of some stranger tribe, and therefore liable 
to all sorts of fines and penalties, in some cases to confiscation. 

Customs regulationa, I think, {Nustrate most completely the survival & 
peace of that childish tribal spirit among mature men which war arouses. 
Apart from any economic absurdity in the tariff idca and aside from the 
dire political corruption that a tariff inevitably entaila, also from the in- 
dustrial weakening of the country that relies upon this form of taboo, 
the habit of collecting customs works another tnsidfous harm tn that it 
cultivates this tribal instinct in men, the desire to shut themselves off,from 
other equally righteous peoples and to set up barriers that will be to the 
disadvantage of all their neighbors. Anything that encourages such & 
provincial way of taking life, that accentuates differences of opportunity 
and privilege—in brief that tends to increafe the tribal] instinct of men— 
is an indirect hindrance to progress, to civilization. This customs idea is 
@ treasured relic of barbarism fostered in our modern world by the self- 
interest of a few individuals that make money out of tts rébtrictions upon 
free exchanges among the peoples of the world. These days there is talk 
of increasing certain duties, for example, those on German coal tar dyes, 
in order that in the event of another world war we may be wholly inde- 
pendent of Germany, which has a virtual monopoly in this product. Rea- 
soning on the assumption of another world war before this one is ended 
seems peculiarly barbarous, .

ATURALLY war increases the consciousness of this primitive tribal 
instinct a thousand fold and gives it a sort of religious sanction that 
becomes irresistible to the ordinary men. We forget that other men 
may be made in God's image as well as ourselves and probably are 
as much attached to the image as we are. It becomes a patriotic 

duty not only to kill the foreigner but also to steal his property and to 
see that he is deprived of free intercourse with all his neighbors, even those 
who think better of him than we do—to worry him, in short, in every con- 
ceivable way just as we worry him all we dare in peace times by arbitrary 
restrictions on his trading privileges. And the result are those forlorn 
ships rotting out their usefulness in many of the harbors of the world, 
“interned,” to use the learned euphemism of the profession: also in that 
dreary collection of so-called “neutral” merchant ships held up at Gib 
until some puzzle headed official in London makes up his mind that’ their 
cargoes are harmless: Hence also the poor battered battle cruisers and 
superdreadnaughts limping into dry dock for expensive repairs after a few 
well directed shells from the enemy’s batteries. 

No, whatever might have been said or sung In praise of warfare in 
the early days of man’s career where he got into close personal conffict 
with his tribal enemies and did all the harm he could do to the person 
and the property of the antipathetic tribesman, war under modern condi- 
tions emphasizes its utter unreason and more especially its childishness 
in spite of 42 centimeter guns and superdrbadnaughts. About the only 
unchildish element in modern warfare are those women and children who | 
must mourn their dead and get along somehow the best they can without 
the aid of their men, who have been killed in the great tribal debauch. 

Well, we have still three peaceful days before reaching Naples in 
which to enjoy this enchanted Mediterranean sea. As we pass between the 
snowy crests of the Sierra Nevada shining behind the mists and the pur- 
ple African mountains I think of the true childhood of men that once was 
around these shores—-of the many piratical expeditions they made against 
each other from the time that Ulysses set cail until] Napoleon cast lust- | 
ful eyes on the Pyramids. But such war was not the sordid scientific 
butchery of these days, rather the tumultuous headiness of spirited boys 
bent on adventure and the worlds beyond. ; ; 

Listen to these prophetic words from Anatole France in his “ Revolt of 
the Angels”: “War and romanticism are both dreadful pests! What pity 
it is to see men cultivate a childish love for cannon and drume! They do 
not realize that war, which strengthened the hearts and created cities for 
ignorant and barbarous men, brings even to the conqueror these days 
nothing but ruin and misery. War is no better than a horrible and stupid 
crime now that all people are bound together by arts, science, and trade. 
Insane Europeans who are thinking of cutting one another’s throats when 
the same civilization surrounds them and unites them!” 

Since those words were written these “insane Europeans” have cut one 
another’s throats by the million.

The German has the temperament of the sone in which he is living. 
The climate is neither exceedingly cold nor unbearably warm. There are 
no rapid changes, the seasons follow each other in a slow and, as it were, 
logical, procession. The country does not know volcanic outbursts, earth- 
quakes, luxuriancy and rapidity of growth. Look at the great German poets 
and you will find very few who puzzle and overwhelm you like Pushkin or 
Byron. Goethe, who said of himself that at all the different seasons of his 
life he was just able to create what was adequate to the seasons, is thor- 
oughly German in this development, which is mot overrushed and overheated. 
There is, as long as you do not stir up the furor Teutonicus, a certain sober- 
ness In the German character which is a protection as well as a limitation. 
This soberness defends the peasant and the workman to a certain degree 
from demagogic rhetoric.

OCIAL life in Germany is singular- 
ly stereotyped and singularly 
wanting in incident. You will see

careers of those people, will be rather ab- 
normally occupied by those careers alone. 
If, that is to say, you know a rich manu- 
facturer who “ gets on,” an officer who 
is singularly rapidly promoted, a state 
station master who rapidly rises to the 
position of controller of a whole railway 


center, and a professor who is promoted 


froma chair at the university of A, where 


only forty students attend his classes, to 
the University of Berlin, where he may 
have six or seven hundred, your outlook 
upon life will be larger than if your in- 
terests were entirely confined to watching 
the careers of only one of these people. 
And if your social circle is limited to six- 
teen families of your own standing whom 
you will entertain once in the year, being 
in turn yourself entertained once a year 
by each of the sixteen families, your out- 


you will have everything desirable in common with others, but nothing 
exclusively private. Anyhow, there is no reason fer bitter resentment or 
heartrending complaint now. Werner Sombart has Investigated the condi- 
tions of life of the American and the German workman and come to the 
conclusion that they do not widely differ.

Science has done something to keep the German workman on the path 
of reform. The German workman is a strenuous reader. It is pathetic 
to see how a man, after a day of hard work, sits down and reads not only 
the pamphlets of his party but Lessing, Heine, and our other classics. Do 
not try to cut out difficult words and scientific terms when you speak to an 
assembly of German workmen! They resent it, refuse to be treated like 
children, and claim that they can understand the technical expressions just 
as well as any other student of social economy. 

There is one word which you will hear and read very often In these 
discussions and that is “evolution.” This word, which reminds us of Goethe, 
Lamarck, and Darwin, has exerted a tremendous influence on the German 
Social Democrats. Most of them believe that the “natural” economical 
development will realize all their demands without revolutionary means, and 
this doctrine flatters their scientific cravings and is very welcome to a cere 
tain phlegm in the German character and to its antagonism to all kinds of 
disorder. Capital, they say, has the tendency of concentrating in very few 
hands and at a certain point of evolution it will be an easy and smooth 
operation to “expropriate the expropriators.” 


~~ 
In the meantime the state or the communities are constantly and con- 
gistently enlarging the domain of public property and business. This de- 
velopment may be slow, but it Is irresistible. And while it Is going on our 
organization is gaining strength all the time. By the way, the Social Dem- 
ocrats themselves acknowledge that an organization like that would have 
been impossible without the teachings which “militarism” gave. The 
workmen learned to obey their leaders, as they had obeyed their officers.

HE first of hem was Ferdinand Lassalle. He has created the party, 

he has instilled in the workmen the idea that it was necessary to get 

the political rights first, and from this Archimedic point to reorganize 

the bourgeois world. But Bismarck, who knew Lassalle well, was 

right when he sald that Lassalle was a monarchical nature. He was in 

doubt whether the reigning house should be named Hohenzollern or Las- 

salle; but he was born an aristocrat and a man of monarchicakand nation- 

alistic tendencies. He had a keen understanding for international policy, ; 

and ne leader after him has grasped the simple truth that the political and 

economical conditions of a country are dependent on its “milieu” to the 

same degree as a private man’s business is dependent on his surroundings.’ 

Lassalle used to say: “ Without the highest power, nothing can be done,” 

He has praised war in his drama, “Franz von Sickifngen,” in glowing 

dithryambs. The fact that the German Social Democrats approved unani- 

mously of the present war in parliament was, combined with many other 
motives, an aftermath of Lassalle’s political action.

Karl Marx, Lassalle’s teacher and friend, taught the workmen that the 
economical conditions dominate everything else, that a given society in a 
given country and at a given moment is nothing but the result and residium 
of the economical forces.

playing popular melodies, and everybody 
was happy. 


I faney that the real secret of these 
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contradictory phenomena Is that, in spite 
of the reforms of Stein and Hardenberg, 
the caste system in Germany is so rigid 
that the feeling ef something like defile- 
ment in coming into contact with the 
lower classes that at least rudimentarily 


exists in other countries ig in Germany 
simply unthinkable. A prince or a gentle- 
man by descent couki no more imagine 
any of the qualities of a tradesman “ rub- 
bing off’ on to him if he chose to talk to 
the tradesman intimately, freely, and 
upon frequent occasions, thaff an angel 
could think of becoming mortal by paying 
comforting visits to a human being. 

There the castes are, rigid and with 
unpassable barriers. There are the 
Thron-Fiahig, or families capable ef con- 
tracting marriages with royalty; the Adel, 
or nobles, who are not fit to contract mar- 
riages with the Thron-Fihig; the officials 
who tend more and more to breed in; the 
professorial classes who do the same; 


or diminish. 
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In the burgher class—the Mittelstand— 
there is a great flux of social advance- 
ment. So that the wifeof a sausage man- 
ufacturer will inscribe her title “ Frae 
quite as 
proudly in a hotel register as any Frau 
Obertribunal-prokuratorin in the world. 
She will have the sedate and assured con- 
sciousness that a perk bDutcheress is the 
wife of a man of a Gefinite state mm life, 
doing his duty, and having before God 
and in the eyes of the world an equal 
right to existence, with, say, the wif 
of a master in lunacy; and the wife of a 
master in lunacy will have much the same 
assurance with regard to a princess of a

QUIRED THE NICKNAME 
OF HIS HAIR_.

HOMAS EDWARD JONES, or 
“Cherokee Tom” Jones, if you 
wish to adopt the prevalent nick- 
name, by his success in piloting Jess 
’ Willard toa victory over Jack Joha- 
son in the recent bout at Havana for the 
heavyweight championship of the world, 
bids fair to usurp the title of “ maker 
of champions,” once unanimously accord- 
ed to the late Billy Delaney. 

Jones has been successively manager 
and counselor to Billy Papke, once mid- 
dieweight champion; Ad Wolgast, ex- 
lightweight champion, and now Jess Wil- 
lard, heavyweight champion. Seldom has 
a Manager ventured into three different 
classes with what at the start appeared 
to others only as mediocre materia! with 
such successful results, which proves that 
Thomas Edward is a good finder. Pos- 
sibly when Jess Willard has reaped 
enough of the financial reward resultant 
from his title and has retired to a Califor- 
nia ranch or perchance has remained for 
the inevitable defeat of those who stay 
in the ring limelight too long, possibly 
then Jones will uncover a featherweight 
or bantamweight title holder. 

* * 


Jones, h thinks that day is far 
distant, for Tom regards Willard as im- 
pregnabie in hig line for years to come, 
because of his great power to assimilate 
punishment. In recent comment on the 
bout with Johnson, Jones said: “‘I don’t 
believe there is another fighter in the 
world today who can defeat the negro. 
Willard did because he could take all 
Johnson offered and still gave back some 
himself. What he took did not burt as 
much as what he gave. He is a tre- 
mendous hitter. 

“I am not trying to take any credit 
away from Johnson and there were times 
in that battle that I wondered how Jess 
stood up under the blows. They would 
have beaten an ordinary man. At the 
same time I wondered how Johnson lasted 
as long as he did under what Jess gave 
him. It was the greatest fight between 
big men in the history of glove fighting. 
It was the greatest battle I ever saw, with 
the possible exception of the contest ip 
which Wolgast took the lightweight title 
from Battling Nelson in forty rounds.” © 
x * 

Because of Jones’ present prominence an 
appreciation from an old neighbor at Au- 
gusta, Ill., his home town, is especially 
interesting and timely. When Jones was 
in Chicago recently with Jess Willard 
and the show with which the champion is 
appearing he was shown the story. “That 
fellow used to live across the street from 
meat home. We went to school together. 
The rascal even has my age right.” It 
may be added parenthetically that the 
age is a few years younger than the gen- 
eral estimate that has been formed. Here 
is what Neighbor W. O. Farlow, a stock 
raiser of Augusta, Tll., has to say of 
Neighbor Tom Jones: 

“In the beautiful village of Augusta, 
Il., on June 28, 1874, there came to the 
home of a coal miner a baby boy. He, 
like many other boys, had a good mother 
and an industrious father. The boy 
grew to school age and on account of his 
white hair we called him ‘ Cotton.’ He 
acquired an average standing in his. 
classes, but when in the fifth grade quit 
school to go out and fight life’s battles. 

“Tom worked on different farms during 
vacations and learned to mine coa! with 
his father, which line of work he took up 
when starting for himself. | 

*“ Being of an independent nature, when 
work was slack, he would seek for other 
means of earning wages.

Ex-National Amateur Cham- 
vin Estimates Links Army 
~ at 350,000,

Of the score or fewer of American golf- 
ers who can. fairly be regarded as the 
amateur celebrities in this country, Je- 
rome D. Travers should be the last to 
express awe at the rapid and immense 
growth of the game since 1805, and espe- 
cially in the last ten years. Awe, never- 
theless, is the special expression of an 
essay of his on ‘‘ The High Cost of Golf- 
ing” in the American magazine for the 
current month. 


The number of American players; ‘the: ' 


cost of their golf balls and golf clubs 
per year; the multiplication of courses 
from coast to coast and cresswise in the 
land; the sums spent, spending, and to be 
spent for no other purpose than golf— 
these and cognate items combine to 
astound, amaze, and profoundly move 
him. ; 
Uses “‘Magazine Style.” 

At leas’ that is the impression he seeks 
to leave upon his readers. Perhaps, after 
all, he has merely given in to the puffy, 
chug-chuggy thing known in this coun- 
try as “‘ magazine style.’’ As he piles up 
sums, figures, statistics, and data he 
echieves something of the philosophically 
overcome effect the reader got about a 
year ago from some articles signed ** An 
Englishman’’ in The English Review. 
The latter writer, too, built his figures 
into a veritable skyscraper of golf im- 
portance, and then, taking a sociological 
turn, expressed conscientious regard as 
to the future of the army of caddies con- 
scripted in the serviee of the game, and 
with no apparent means of support for 
the remainder of their lives save bag 
carrying at a shilling per round. [It is 
my recollection that some excerpts from 
the article in The English Review were 
reprinted in Tur TRIBUNE by “ B. L. T.”’] 


$100,000,000 a Year for Golf. 
As Travers’ figures have been put to- 
gether after an enthusiast's study of all 
available records, they need not be ques- 
tuoned, even when he, himself, would ap- 


“pear most staggered by them. His re- 


search and study have given him reason 
ic say that American golf players tod:sy 
are not fewer than 350,000; that employés 
of the game, including caddies, number 
300,000; that not a cent less than $100,000,- 
000 is invested in clubhouses, courses, and 
**improvements ’’; that ‘‘ we have given 
up 130,000 acres of our most valuable soil 
to this game ’”’; and that we are spending 
* as a nation,’’ $50,000,000 annually in pur- 
euit of golf. 

The sociological wail is not sounded at 
all as his figures mount. Instead, he goes 
or to predict that within ten years we 
shal] be spending $100,000,000 a year on 
the pastime; and then, in conclusion, is 
the riant'note of theincurable: “It takes 
something of a game—something beyond 
a mere fad—to reach such proportions. 
In fact, it takes golf!” 


Costs More Than Baseball. 

The truth is, as Travers rather timidly 
Intimates, that more money is annually 
ppent on golf than on any other sport, 
including baseball. He arrives at his 
estimate of 35000 golfers by averaging 
the membership of 3,100 listed organiza- 
tions at 250. It is safe to assert that there 
are at least 150,000 active, devoted golf- 
ers who are not members of any listed 
organization, inclusion being made of 
those who play on the public courses. As 
I recently pointed out, there are more 
than 3,000 players of record at Jackson 
park alone, the record consisting of the 
list of locker holders at that public course. 

The statistics of golf in the United States 
today are amazing mainly for the retro- 
spect. Less than twenty years ago the 
jokes on the game and its few players out- 
numbered 100 to 1 the jokes of two years 
ago about the wearers of wrist watches, 
or those of a year ago about the ford- 
afforders. No small part of the late Dan 
Daly’s repute as a very comic man was 
based on his being the frst of the comics 
on the American stage to dress in the 
toggery of golf and make some grotesque 
passes with a club—and that, too, was 
less than twenty years azo. 


Nobody’s Fighting Golf. 

So far as is known, any opposition to 
the growth of golf that may have been 
manifested has long since disappeared. 
The vogue of the game is not a matter of 
propaganda by its players but of promo- 
tion by the shrewd merchants who recog- > 
nize that prosperity never has followed 
the flag more undeviatingly than un- 
earned increment has followed the links.

IS name was Stenne—little Stenne. He was a 
child of Varis, peaked and pale, who might be 
10 years old or even 15.

during the siege. When little Stenne wasn't at the ram- 
parts or the baker’s, you were sure of finding him at a 
vame of galoche in the plate of Chateau-d’ Eau. 

Of course, he didn’t play—it took too much money 
Ile was satisfied in watching the players with all his 
eyes! One especially, a big fellow in a blue jacket, 
excited his admiratfion—he never put in anything but

hear the money jingling in his pocket. 


One day as he picked up a piece of money which had -

Then, while he was whining, an old sergeant, quite white 
and all wrinkled, who looked like Father Stenne, came 
out of the house on the barricade. 

“Don’t cry, my lads,” he said to the two children, 
“ they'll let you pass to get your potatoes. But first, run 


along in and get warm a bit. He looks half frozen, that 


boy there.” 

Alas, it was not with cold that little Stenne trembled; 
it was with fear, with shame. In the cabin they found 
several soldiers squatting around a meager fire—a real 
widow's fire—in the flame of which they were thawing 
out “biscuits on the ends of their bayonets. They moved 
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together to give the children room. Then they gave them 
something to drink, a little coffee. While they were 
drinking an officer came to the door, called the sergeant, 
spoke to him in a low voice, and hurried away. 

“ My lads,” said the sergeant, entering radiant, “ there's 
going to be something doing tonight, all right. We know 
the password of the Prussians. I think this time we are 
going tovtake it from them, the blessed Bourget!” 

There was an explosion of bravos and laughs. They 
danced and sang and clashed their sabers and bayonets, 
and profiting by this tumult the children disappeared. 

Beyond the trenches there was only a flat field and at 
the end of it a long white wall with holes in it. It was 
toward this wall that they went, stopping at each step, 
pretending to pick up potatoes.

The other shrugged his shoulders and went on steadily. 
Suddenly they heard the click of a gun which was cocked.

The old sergeant was there busy placing his men, beam- 
ing with happiness. When the children went by he 
recognized them and smiled at them. O, how that smile 
hurt little Stenne! For a moment he was on the point 
of crying, “Don’t go down there. We have betrayed 
you.” But the other boy said to him: “If you say a 
word we shall be shot.” And fear kept him silent. 

At Courneuve they went into a deserted house to divide 
the money. Truth obliges me to say that the sharing was 
honestly made and that hearing the fine silver pieces 
clinking under bis blouse and thinking of the games of 
galoche in which he could now play made little Stenne 
think that perhaps his crime was not so dreadful after all.

“‘Taffy’’ Von Bohlen, Head of, the Great Krupp Gun Works at Essen and 


the German 42 Centimeter Guns Are 


Nicknamed ‘‘Busy Berthas,’’ Is Well Known to Many Americans Who 
Remember His Visit to Chicago During the World’s Fair. Mme. X. Has 
Written an Intimate and Gossipy Story of ‘‘ Taffy’s’’ Life and Presented the 
Anomaly of This Good Natured, Peace Loving, Good Fellow’s Position.

AS there ever a man placed in a 
seemingly more distressing, uncon- 
genial, and altogether harrowing po- 
sition than that of Baron Gustav 
Krupp von Bohlen und Halbach, head of the 
great Krupp gun works at Essen, in the prov- 
ince of Cassel, Germany? Gentle, gay, artis- 
tic, fond of sports, more than usually humane 
in all his instincts, “ Taffy” von Bohlen (and 
his very nickname sounds kind and jolly) is 
presiding genius of the greatest death dealing 
organization the world has ever known. 

It must be a horrid, heart breaking combi- 
nation—-a nature like his and a factory like 
the Krupp works! And yet ever since his 
marriage to Friiulein Bertha Krupp in 1905 
placed him in her late father’s post he has de- 
yveted himself heart and soul to the gigantic 
coneern, mingling advanced sociological ideas 
with the scientific, industrial, and financial 
part Of the gun works. He has, moreover, 
shown as much ability in the last three phases 
of the business as in the presumably more con- 
genial problems of sociology. 

He is especially interesting to us Americans 
becarse of a strong strain of American blood in 
his veins. lis father’s mother was Miss 
Sophie Borie, a member of the well known 
Boris family of Philadelphia. Her two broth- 
ers. Jolin and Adolph Borie, were in their day 
copspicnons citizens of the Quaker City. Her 
sister, Alwyna, also married a German. Baron 
von der Goltz. The son of this union, Gen. 
vou der Goltz, was recently the German gov- 
emer of Releium and is now commanding the 
German forces in Turkey. . 

There is a strong strain of the French in 
the Borie family, which probably largely ac- 
counts for the Gallic “ joie de vivre,” wit, and 
creat personal charm of “ Taffy” Krupp von 
Rohlen. Tis mother, too, was American, 
thouch of Teutonic extraction, as she was a 
danchter of the United States officer Gen. 
Bohlen. 

* * 

One of the Notable Sextette. 

Born at The Hague Aug. 7, 1870, the pres- 
ent master of the Krupp works will be 45 next 
Auenst. He is young for the terrific responsi- 
bilities which rest on his shoulders. He is 
one of a family of six sons, a spirited, dashing, 
notable sextet. all military in training and 
attached to different regiments. They were 
brought up with French and English tutors 
end special instructors, and from 16 years on 
spent each vear six weeks in the spring and 
six weeks in the autumn in military maneu- 
vers—twelve weeks out of she fifty-two—be- 
sides their regular three yeas’ service. 

Gustav was not born, however, with a war- 
like spirit. When he was a little boy he al- 
weve said that he was going to be a “ Herr 
Pastor.” After he grew up he took a degree 
as doctor of jurisprudence, being quite an au- 
thority on international law. Tle also was 
given a degree as an engineer. Tle has a well 
cultivated taste for Chinese porcelains, rugs, 
and curios. a taste developed and fostered dur- 
ing his sojourn in Peking from 1900 to 1903 
as chancellor of the German legation. During 
this time at Peking he also learned several 
Chinese dialects. 

Do all these attributes, pious, scholarly. 
wcthetic, sound like an equipment for the mas- 
ter of Krupp? Had it been one of his broth- 
ers one would not have marveled at it, for 
ther seem to be of a different stamp. 

To go back a little, the father of the sextet, 
the late Raron Gustav von Bohlen und Hal- 
bach. who bore the title of governor in chief 
of the castles, was minister resident for the 
grand duchy of Baden at The Hague at the 
time of Gustav's birth. The family had three 
residences—a house at Carlsruhe, a villa in 
the Black forest, and an old place on the 
Rhine called Obercastle, next door to the an- 
cient and historic castle occupied by their 
cousins and intimate companions, the Princes 
of Schomberg-Lippe. 


*x* * 
Eldest Brother Insane. 

The six sons of the house of Von Bohlen 
und Halbach were Arno, Harry, Alwyn, Gus- 
tav, Fritz, and Kurte. Arno, the eldest, is 
said to have been queer from infancy. As a 


child he had a tame goose follow him always . 


everywhere. When he grew up he became en- 
gaged to an English beauty and heiress, the 
daughter of Sir James McCarrell Hogg, an 
enormously rich Australian. The engagement 
Was broken because of Arno’s going insane. 
He now is confined in what is called “ the 
fortress,” an old castle in northern Prussia 


. devoted to housing insane German officers. 


Harry, the second son, was a wild, harum 


scarum youth, to judge from the tales told of 
him. On one occasion he won a wager by rid- 
ing his horse into the opera house (either at 
Berlin or Carlsruhe). He trotted down the 
aisle and leaped on to the stage. There he 
turned, faced the audience, vaulted back over 
the orchestra into the aisle, and so out into 
the open air once more—as mad a prank as 
any on record, I think. 

Fritz von Bohlen und Halbach developed 
his adventurous spirit on a different line, as 
he eloped with his colonel’s wife and fled with 


her to Argentina, where he has been ever since. 


I doubt if even the present war has lured him 
back to his native land. 

The mother of this lively six is still living, a 
beautiful German grande dame, over 80 years 
of age. 

During the world’s fair in 1893 “Taffy” 
von Bohlen came to Chicago with his cousin, 
one of the Schomberg-Lippes, and was the 
guest of his American cousin, Mrs. Arthur 
Ryerson, who is a daughter of the late John 
Borie, “ Taffy’s” greatuncle. 

This Prince Schomberg-Lippe, by the way, 
and his father and brother were all killed 
in various engagements during the early 
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months of the present war, thus wiping out 
this branch of a distinguished family.

Served at Foreign Embassies. ; 

Young von Bohlen was a secretary of the 
German embassy at Washington in 1899 and 
1900, being sent from this country to China, 
At the end of his term in China he was made 
a member of the German embassy to the vati- 
can. In Rome he was noted for his entertain- 
ments in his charming apartment in a little 
street just off the Corso—an apartment filled 
with exquisite things he had brought back 
from China. He joined much in the gay life 
of the capital and was very popular. Society 
eagerly climbed the three or four flights of 
stone stairs that led to his quarters, where he 
gave delightful little breakfasts, afternoon 
teas, and dinners. He was an athlete and a 
sportsman. He played tennis and golf. 

He was especially famous as a dashing rider 
to hounds. The Roman hunt is the best on the 
continent. It is no anise seed‘trail the hunt 
follows, but wild foxes that lead them mad 
dashes among the ruins, over the inequalities, 
and wild, waste spaces of the Campagna. 
That historic district furnishes a setting for 
this fashionable sport not equaled anywhere 
else in the world. 

In 1904, the year following her father’s 
death, Friulein Bertha Krupp, the quiet, re- 
tiring, modest inheritor of the greatest fortune 
in Germany, came to Rome merely as a tour- 
ist. There she met the gay and much courted 
“Taffy.” It was a case on both sides of real 
love at first sight. a love that has grown and 
ripened into one of the ideal marriages of the 


day. 
Although she was mistress of millions,

Friiulein Krupp, true to the best German tra- 
ditions, sewed and embroidered every stitch of 
her trousseau herself. A German “ braut’s ” 
trousseau is a tremendous affair. It consists 
of dozens and dozens of everything in the way 
of underwear, house linen, table linen, hand- 
kerchiefs, etc. This enormous paraphernalia 
required of a bride partly is the result of the 
German custom of only having the laundry 
work of a household done three or four times 
a year. Our habit of weekly washing they 
consider intolerably burdensome. I don't be- 
lieve, however, that their custom appeals any 
more to us than ours to them, 

Baron and Baroness Krupp von Boblen und 
Halbach have three children and lead a quiet, 
industrious, and unpretentious life, mostly at 
their country villa, Auf dem Hugel, overlook- 
ing Essen. Contrary to all expectations and 
prophecies, Gustay von Bohlca has devoted 
himself heart and soul to the great responsi- 
bilities thrust upon him by his marriage.

Al- 
though, like all German officers, he is much 
at home in uniform, unlike the majority of 
them he looks equally smart and up to date 


in civilian attire. An air of friendly bon-

He 
fixed up hie batteries, and was eventually 
able to bombard the town with such effect 
that it had to surrender. 

It was pethaps chatacteristic of us that we 
only took the town because it was held by 
sur enemies. We did not want it, and when 
we had got it we did not know what to do 
with it. We therefore handed it over to the 
Montenegrins, and thus gave theth a seaport 
of their own. For this feat the Montenegrins 
have always had a feeling of admiration and 
of gratitude to the British, and, though by 
terms of ulterior treaties it was eventually 
handed over to Dalmatia, the Montenegrine 
>have never forgotten our goodwill towards 
them on this occasion. 

But other batteries have, since been built 
upon these mountain tops, and it was 
my business to investigate thelr positions, 
strength, and armaments.

‘making them... The postcard size, which is 


quite a fad among amateurs now, is not en- 
tirely undesirable. But, in my opinion, built 
on some expensive experience, the most prac- 


> tical size is the camera which takes a picture 
- 4x5 inches. The cost of sensitive materials, 


films, papers, and the like is not excessive for 
this size, and it gives a wide range of possibil- 
ities, in both record and pictorial photography. 
The size is also one that lends itself handily 
to the occasional enlargment you will want 
from the best of your negatives. 

Recent developments in lens manufacture 
have put the price of some good anastigmats 
in the reach of most any camera buyer, but 
in choosing a lens an anastigmat is not at all 
necessary to the beginner. The more common 
lens known as the “rapid rectilinear” is an 
excellent lens, and for many purposes it is 
even better than the anastigmat. The anastig- 
mat is so named because of its correction 
against the faults of the earlier lenses in- 
volving optical principles, and the treatment 
of light waves you had better study from 


handbooks and catalogues. 


Get a simple outfit to begin with and in 
time you will either lose interest in photog- 
raphy or go in for a whole battery of cam- 
eras, ray filters, anastigmats, backed panchro- 
matic plates, and other highly complicated 
properties of picture making. Let your equip- 
ment grow up along with your ability to use 
it. A $200 outfit would disgust a beginner 
because he would be unable to get a picture 
with it at all, unless by miracle. 

The first thing to worry about when you 
get a camera is the question of aperture and 
shutter speed, because these factors govern 
the amount of light which strikes the sensi- 


tive plate and impresses upup it the muge 
Read the circular and the booklet that come 
with the camera and pay heed to what the 
manufacturer has to say. You may differ .

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ducing the shutter speed. Take the back off 
your camera and change the adjustments of 
the diaphragm and shutter until you have 
proven this to yourself. You will find the 
system of markings for both speed and aper- 
ture all explained in the booklet that goes 
with the camera. 

It will take a good deal of experiment for 
you to learn to make exactly correct expos- 
ures. Too much light “burns up” the film, 
too little fails to impress the image on the 
sensitive silver salta of the negative emulsion. 
Keep a note book on every exposure, jotting 
down the nature of the subject, the date, the 
time of day, the weather and sky conditions, 


the stop or aperture used, and the shutter 


speed. From this data, compared with the 
negatives, you can tell what your mistakes 
have been. 

It would be useless to try to tell you much 
about development of the negatives here. That 
you will have to suffer out alone in’ the dark 
room. Follow directions in development. If 
you follow them exactly the development will 
bring out everything that is in one of the neg- 
atives. 

And now about the choice of subjects. Al- 
ways be ready when you look at a print to 
answer this question, “ Why did you take that 


picture?” Too many amateurs waste a lot 
of materials and effort snapping away like a 
boy with a new air rifle. Don't expose a neg- 
ative unless there is a picture in sight, or a 
reason for it. 

Incidentally, also, avoid coming to grief 
and strange ghostly mysteries on your nega- 
tives by trying to take pictures of racing 
horses, automobiles, and express trains right 
along- side of you. Leave that to the foca) 
plane camera experts. Even the cheapest 
camera for beginners can be made to “ stop 
motion,” as they call it, but only within cer- 
tain well defined limits. 

Study your pictures and compare them with 
the work of the best photographers and paint- 
ers. That is the only way to learn picture 
composition and get out of the snap shooter 
class. Don’t crowd your pictures full of 
stuff, and try to avoid the terribly common 
fault of amateur work of perpetually taking 
“posed” pictures. Let your subjects be 
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doing something besides the business of star- 
ing at the camera with that “my picture” 
expression. \s 

As your photographic requirements and 
tastes develop learn to make your own > 
paratus. That’s the real fun.

David W. Griffith Tells How 
He Entered “ Movie” Business. 


By Mae Tinee. 


TRIDPD three doors at the Iltnois 
theater before I found one that would 
open. 
** Goodness!’’ I said to myself. “Is 
it possible that after all 'm not going 
to get to see that man?’ Whereupon the 
fourth door opened and I scatted through 
the lobby and up the marble steps that 
led to the office where I expected to find 
the man of the hour of moving pictures, 
Mr. David W. Griffith, waiting for me. 
The others in the office vanished as 
though touched by a magic wand as Mr. 
Griffith shook hands with me. He’s tall, 
clean shaven, blue eyed, and brown 
heired and has an English accent, though 
he was born in Kentucky

“My dear young lady,” Mr. Grimth 
said, “‘I have the same horrible aversion 
to publicity that characterizes Eva Tan- 
guay, Charlie Chaplin, and others of our 
best known public characters. A shrink- 
ing violet I am—not! No! Consider me 
at your service. I suppose you would like 
me to tell~you confidentially whether or 
not ‘The Birth of a Nation’ will be 
shown in Chicago.

“T am here to assure you,’” Mr. Griffith 
said, with twinkling eyes, “ that as achild 
I never dreamed of such a career as has 
been mine. I aspired to be a lawyer—or 
awnter. My preference was writing and 
I did ‘ several Httle things ‘"—a play, some 
verse, and acouple of stories. The verse 
and one story were printed in publica- 
tions I blush to mention, and James K. 
Hackett took my play, which was called 
“The Fool and the Girl,’ and did such un- 


. itterable things to it-—with me cursing, 
_ praying, and staking my last dollars on it 


in the background—that, shortly after- 
wards a& I walked the byways of New 
York, penniless, seeking work, I made a 
solemn vow—never to write again. A lit- 
tle later I obtained a positionin the ace- 
nario department of the Biograph com- 
pany.” 

“ Writing?’ 

“O, yes—but that was different.”

Mr. Griffith shook his head and exam- 
ined with minutest care the cane he held 
across his knees, 

“No,” he said after @ minute, “I had 

to beg before I was allowed to do that 
Then, when I began to try to introduce 
improvements I almost lost my job. The 
camera man was kinginthosedays. And 
the camera man wanted straight pho- 
tography or none atall. He scoffed at the 
idea of ‘ fade-outs ’ and reverse lighting, 
and insisted that the camera must stand 
on a level, especially when taking scenes 
where crowds are seen in the distance. I 
used to just about have to prostrate my- 
self at his feet to even get him to try any- 
thing new. In ‘ Judith of Bethulia’ we 
took the crowd scenes from the top of u 
mountain, but it was a weary time before 
I could get that camera man to climb the 
mountain. He wanted to stay on the level, 
a proceeding which would have made the

Then I 
asked: “ What do you think constitutes 
the great appeal in ‘ The Birth of a Na- 
tion '?”

Napoleon is a 
great and popular figure in history—not 
because of his triumphs—but because of 
the island of Elba. And what in the life 
of Christ has influenced most people 
throughout the ages? His beautiful life? 
No. What then? His crucifixion—the 

cross.”

No wonder that he chafes under his 
civil duties in a foreign country when 
everything draws him back to his native 
Jand! But the Chicago Ital'an consulate 
—next to that of New York the most im- 
portant Italian post of its kind in the coun- 
try—needs an expert like Count Bolognes! 
more thanever before. He isexperienced, 
able, and-much in earnest. So profound- 
ly does he feel the tremendously serious 
end important step that Italy is taking—a 
step inevitably fraught with such grave 
consequences to Italy—that, fol'owing the 
example of most of the foreign diplomats 
at Washington, he has decided not to go 
to any social functions. except small and 
informal ones.

SOLDIER-AUTHOR MAC GILL. 
HE RAT PIT ” (Doran) is life at 
4 4 | its starkest. I have never read 
a book that left me with a more 
definite feeling of the futility of 
things for those whose only 
bounty from life is the leaving ofit. Pat- 
rick MacGill, the young man who tells 
this grim story, has lived enough of it to 
speak with atrue voice. Perhaps because 
he knows the aches himself they seem less 
poignant to him. It is amazing how a 
story of such horror of physical condl- 
tions should be so free from sordidness. 
There is not one moment of anything but 
fineness and nobility in the writing of it. 

What a man this Patrick MacGill must 
be! Somewhere in France he is serving 
as a private in the London Irish regiment. 
Between his boyhood in Doneyal and the 
donning of his uniform lie years filled 
with work and success. He tells with bit- 
terness of his boyish remembrance of his 
mother knitting socks for a rich yarn mer- 
chant. By working fourteen hours a day 
she was able to earn 1% pence. He was 
always hungry asaboy. Whenhe wasll 
he worked in the fields for 6 pence a day, 
beginning at 5 in the morning and work- 
ing until 11 at night. 

Even in those days, while he suffered 
hardship and hunger, he was filled with 
the passion for writing. Wher he had 
settled himself in his attic under a roof 
that leaked when it rained he used to 
write verses to the stars until his master 
caught him at it and threatened to dis- 
charge him. From Ireland he went to 
Scotland, where he traveled from farmto 
farm with a potato digging gang, sleeping 
in byres and pigsties. Finally he got 
work as a navvy on the Caledonian rail- 
way.

It was while he was a navvy that he 
wrote his first story. It was written on a 
greasy piece of paper. “I intended,” he 
says, “to make a fair copy of the tale 
afterward, but not having the requisite 
pence for ink and postage stamps I put 
the story by and promptly forgot it. Five 
years later I came across it again when 
examining some old papers, rectified a few 
grammatical errors, typed the story, and 
sent it to the Pall Mall Gazette, where it 
was immediately published.” 

The publication of the story encouraged 
him. He began tostudy English, although 
his fellow navvies chaffed him about end- 
ing his days in a madhouse. After suc- 
cesses as a poet and a story teller he left 
railroad work to become a Fleet street 
reporter, and ultimately he wrote “ Chil- 
dren of the Dead End,” which ran into 
three editions of 10,000 copies in fifteen 
days.
